This  charming  white  flower 
is  very  hardy,  lasting  for  years  without  winter-killing  and 
withstanding  the  drought  admirably.  It  is  a beautiful  plant  in 
the  border  and  is  especially  good  for  cutting.  When  cut 
we  found  it  very  attractive  when  used  in  connection  with 
the  bright  yellow  Heliopsis  pitcheriana,  which  flowers  at 
the  same  season.  Seedlings  are  sometimes  offered  but  as 
only  a small  percent  of  these  are  double  true  divided  stock 
should  be  insisted  on.

Surrounding  the  center  of  the  flower  at  the  base  of  the 
petals  the  color  is  white,  faintly  flushing  outwards  to  a re- 
freshing pink  shade  which  encircles  thie  flower.  In  the 
clusters  of  flowers  the  color  combination  is  very  attractive 
and  satisfying.  They  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated  as 
word  description  cannot  do  justice  to  the  delicate  tinting
